With many successful res¬ 
cues under their belts, the 
Team’s reputation was grow¬ 
ing. They were a well satis¬ 
fied group until a little 
known rescue on the night 
of Jan. 4, 1953, changed the 
entire outlook of the Team 
and they knew with an im¬ 
pact in their hearts, that 
mountain skill and tracking 
was not enough—they need¬ 
ed additional training. 

In the afternoon of that 
bleak day. Ranger Ralph 
Shangraw was making his 
way down Winter Creek Can¬ 
yon when he heard falling 
rocks, and rounding the 
bend, noticed a curl of dust 
rising from the foot of a 
400-foot cliff along the east 
side of the stream.

recently. Rep>ort shows Edi¬ 
son had 9,512,200 shares of 
common stock outstanding 
at the end of 1959, as com¬ 
pared with 8,905,809 shares 
at the close of the preceding 
year. 

Board Chairman Harold 
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Quinton said that Edison’s 
net income for the year was 
$43,394,886, an increase of 
$3,389,479 over 1959. Gross 
revenue increased $25,520,680 
to $281,763,942. Consolidated 
net income of the company, 
with its subsidiary, was $43,- 
629,613, equivalent to ^.82 


per share, as compared with 
$40,346,940, or $3.74 per share, 
in 1958. 

Record highs were reached 
in the number of customers 
served, kilwatt hour sales 
and electrical demand, as 
well as taxes paid by the 
company, he disclosed.

MEDITOIUAL: Skiing is be¬ 
coming more and more pop¬ 
ular and for good reason too. 
Unfortunately along with 
more skiing come more ski¬ 
ing accidents. 

This year there will be a- 
bout four million skiers in 
the United States and many 
in Canada. The numbers of 
injuries resulting from ski¬ 
ing may reach 300,000. With 
this striking number of in¬ 
juries expected, all skiers 
should be aware of the haz¬ 
ards of the sport. 

A recreationed skier may 
travel as fast os 30 miles 
on hour,Speeds of 45 miles 
on hour and even higher 
ore possible for profession¬ 
als. The faster you go, as 
on the highway, the more 
serious the injury in e- 
vent of accident. Inexper¬ 
ience and poor physical 
condition are major fact¬ 
ors contributing to skiing 
accidents. 

The .sites of the injuries 
are either the ankle or the 
knee in the majority of the 
cases. A bone just above and 
attaching to the ankle,known 
as the fibula, is often subject 
to breaks. Severe sprains or 
actual tearing of ligaments 
frequently occur. These can 
be more serious than a bro¬ 
ken bone and may require 
application of a cast.

$1,000 for 
Red Cross, 
More Needed 

The need for the Sierra 
Madre Red Cross Chapter to 
meet its quota of $7,427 in 
the present fund campaign 
is emphasized by the new 
chapter chairman, Mrs. R. 
Randolph Wood, in the state¬ 
ment that "the need to meet 
our quota this month is most 


urgent.” So far, some $1,000 
has been pledged. Mrs. Wood 
says: 

“Many people wonder how 
their Red Cross contribution 
is spent. Since there are 149 
volunteer workers in the 
country to every paid worker, 
the cost overhead is small, 
only one-eighth of all receiv¬ 
ed being spent for admin¬ 
istration. 

"Mrs. T. Adelaide Miller, 
our local executive secretary 
and only paid worker, esti¬ 
mates that half of her time 
and local expenses is taken 
up by social service work, 
so probably only 7 or 8 per 
cent of contributions can be 
charged to strictly adminis¬ 
tration matters. This social 
service work includes taking 
supplies and veterans to hos¬ 
pitals, consulting with ap¬ 
plications for aid as request¬ 
ed, and many other details. 

"OF COURSE it is impos¬ 
sible to place a money value 
on the saving of a drowning 
child through knowledge ol 
Red Cross first aid, the re¬ 
placement of a home de¬ 
stroyed in a fire, or the sav¬ 
ing of a life because of Red 
Cross blood donations. 

“Since the Red Cross ther¬ 
mometer is now in operation 
in the Kersting ’Triange, we 
can all keep informed of the 
progress of our present cam¬ 
paign lor funds.
